DAVID MOCARSKI’s recent show, 
“The American Life Ritual,” was a fas¬ 
cinating and complex exhibit. Mocarski 
describes it as “a body of work examining 
the educational process by which one 
internalizes a culture.” Like his 1976 
show “Suburban Delusions,” “The 
American Life Ritual” dealt with con¬ 
cerns of sociology and behavioral psy¬ 
chology in an art context. 

The ten works in this installation, all 
completed in the past year and a half, 
ranged in complexity from a single, 
framed drawing of an electrical cord to 
a multi-media, room-size installation 
called House/Home dealing with the 
roles a woman may play throughout her 
life. The works examined ways in which 
we react to words, receive information 
through illusion, and make choices 
based on conditioning. Perception Test 
#2 consisted of a 12-foot-long cut-out 
drawing of two intertwined power cords 
stretched horizontally between two 
hooks on the wall. A power cord is the 
visible route by which invisible energy 
travels from a source to an activity. Here 
we have a three-dimensional object (the 
power cord) rendered realistically in a 
two-dimensional way (the cut-out draw¬ 
ing). But by placing the drawing slightly 
away from the wall and allowing it to 
cast a shadow, Mocarski turns it back 
into a three-dimensional object. In a 
sense, only the shadow is real: the real 
shadow of a three-dimensional object 
which is really a two-dimensional draw¬ 
ing of a three-dimensional power cord 
that is the visible path of invisible ener¬ 
gy- 

In Test Desk, a plastic-covered dis¬ 
play case contained detailed cut-out 
drawings of common objects which can 
be considered as extensions of the 
hand: scissors, keys, a pocket knife, 
etc. A drawing above the desk top 
contained the words hand, handle, and 
handled, as well as more cut-out draw¬ 
ings and tracings of some of the objects 
in the display case. The tracings of the 
objects suggest they have been moved 
from one place to another or “handled.” 
The use of the tracings seemed to be 
based more on esthetic considerations 
than on behavioral psychology. 
Likewise, the splatters of paint, scrib¬ 
bles, and roughly torn pieces of mask¬ 
ing tape imposed on an otherwise pre¬ 
cisely drawn surface reinforce the draw¬ 
ing rather than add sociological mean¬ 
ing. The scribbles contrast with the tight 
drawing of the objects and have a spon¬ 
taneity the accurately rendered scis¬ 


sors and keys lack. 

My favorite was Point to Point, a pair 
of drawings which were elegant and 
simple in both conception and execu¬ 
tion. In the first, a cut-out drawing of a 
stretched green scarf appears to be 
held horizontally by masking tape to two 
vertical lines at either end of the picture. 
The drawing is realistic right down to the 
scarfs shadow. In the second, the ver¬ 
tical lines remain, but the scarf— 
redrawn and slightly crumpled—sits at 
the bottom of the drawing with t he mask¬ 
ing tape still attached, apparently hav¬ 
ing fallen. There’s a sense of moment 
lost, and the work seems both whimsi¬ 
cal and sad. While either drawing is 
adequate alone, one’s knowledge of the 
second adds anxiety to one’s percep¬ 
tion of the first; and one’s knowledge of 
the first gives the second a history. 

Despite the rather heavy sociological 
freight Mocarski intends the show to 
carry, these works avoid being didactic. 
Rather, they are subtle and even have a 


low-key wit. They begin working for one 
long before one realizes why they’re 
working. 

Although portrait painting is not quite 
a lost art—thanks to Andy Warhol, Alice 
Neel, and a few others—it has certainly 
become a neglected one. Photography 
has made the painted portrait unneces¬ 
sary as a record, and the hack painters 
specializing in flattery have made most 
“serious” artists shy away from portrai¬ 
ture. DON BACHARDY’s recent show of 
32 portraits—15 drawings and 17 
watercolors—offers ample proof, how¬ 
ever, that when handled with skill and 
intelligence, the drawn or painted por¬ 
trait offers pleasures the photographed 
one does not. 

Bachardy has always drawn people 
from life. Unlike his last show, which was 
composed entirely of drawings of other 
artists, this show of work done in 1977 
includes portraits of artists, writers, ac¬ 
tresses, and people outside the arts.
